New Security Laws 
Explained To Kiwanis 


DISTRICT MANAGER GUEST 
SPEAKER LAST WEEK 


New laws pertaining to Social 
Security have been puzzling a lot 
of people. For that reason the Ki- 
wanis club secured Sidney Lau- 
‘rens manager of the Traverse 
City office, to talk to the local 
members on the subject. His ad- 
dress was very enlightening. 
Some of the things he said were 
‘as follows: 

The mere fact that a person has 
reached age 65 and has at some 
time worked in commerce or in- 
dustry does not mean that person 
is necessarily entitled to monthly 
benefits under the Social Secur- 
ity Act. . 

“We have received many calls 
from persons who thought they 
were entitled to monthly bene- 
fits under the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance part of the so- 
cial security program as amend- 
ed” Mr. Laurens said. _ 

“Many of these persons were 
not qualified, we discovered. 
There are three qualifications in- 
volved in obtaining monthly ben- 
efits. First, the applicant must 
have been employed in commerce
